UPON A NEW PLAN. 


NEW YORK'’S CONTEMPLATED BOARD OF EDUCATION 
AND BOARD OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS, 


The change which has been outlined by the 
special commission appointed in New York city 
some time ago for a school system, based upon 
progressive plans, is radical in many respects, and 
deserves the attention of all thoughtful school 
officials. 

The commision has not attempted to report or 
to recommend any measure tending radically to 
affect, by enlargement or limitation the obligation 
of the state to extend the benefits of a public 
education to the children of all its citizens who 
may desire to avail themselves of its benefits. 

An examination of the existing provisions of law, 
assisted by the practical experience of members of 
the Commission in its operation, satisfied them in 
the inception of their labors that the principal 
difficulty which the new system had to contend 
with in the oity of New York, did not arise as 
much from confusion or ambiguity contained in 
existing statutes as it did from the fact that juris- 
diction, more or less conflicting, over almost every 
subject matter connected with the exercise of its 
powers, was entrusted to more than one body of 
officials. In the appointment of principals and 
teachers, the City Superintendent, the trustees 
and the Board of Education were all entitled to a 
voice; the same bodies all had jurisdiction more or 
less concurrent in relation to matters of discipline, 
to the courses of study, the promotion 
and transfer of teachers and the gen- 
eral administration of instruction in 
schools; in the establishment of new 
schools, selection of new sites and con- 
struction of new buildings the func- 
tions of the Board of Education, of the 
Trustees and Superintendent of Build- 
ings were inextricably involved; the 
trustees in form originate such con- 
tracts and become the contracting 
parties of record, while the real control 
and determination of all these matters 
in point of fact, rests with the Board 
of Education and Superintendent of 
Buildings; in the matter, of repairs the 
joint action of inspectors, trustees, a 
committee of the Board of Education 
and Superintendent of Buildings is 
required to secure action. A system 
so complicated of necessity results in 
inefficient action, protracted delays, 
always vexatious and, at times, almost 
disastrous, and renders it almost impos- 
sibie to fix responsibility where it 
justly belongs. 

To aid in formulating a correct judg- 
ment and preparing a bill calculated 
to remove these defects, the Commis- 
sion obtained from the principal cities 
in the country, copies of their School 
Laws, and examined their respective 
systems. These differed widely, but 
almost invariably provide for a swifter 
and more efficient exercise of executive 
power than is possible under the laws 
applicable to the City of New York. 

As a further aid to their labors they 
have held, in the city of New York,

public meetings, which were attended by many 
persons deeply interested in the cause of education 
and conversant with its requiremente; and have 
received from gentlemen of wide exrerience in 
school matters, suggestions and communications 
which have been of value to them. 

The bill presented contains the result of their 
deliberations. The main purpose of the bill is to 
seperate into distinct departments the exercise of 
the various functions required for the effective 
administration of public instruction in the city. 
The bill constitutes a Department of Education in 
the city of New York, which shall consist of: 

Frirst.—A Board of Education. 

Srconp.—A Board of School Superintendents. 

Turrp.—Trustees of Schoo! Districts. 

Fourtu.—A Superintendent of Buildings and 
Supplies. 

They have given to the Board of Education 
general control of the school system. The act 
invests it with power to appoint the City Superin- 
tendent of Schools and Division Superintendents, 
District Trustees and a Superintendent of School 
Buildings and Supplies. It has the final voice in 
the appointment of principals and teachers; and it 
is vested with full power to remove them, on 
complaint for cause stated. It has the power to 
establish and discontinue schools, to select new 
sites, and to carry into effect contracts for the 
erection of all school buildings. It has also the 
power to fix all salaries and regulate expenditures 
in the department subject to the control of the

Board of Estimates and Apportionment, which 
determines the total appropriations for such 
purposes. 

The Board of Education is not charged with the 
duty of determining the course of instruction, the 
management of classes, or to investigate the qualifi- 
cation of teachers; nor is it required to attend to 
repairs, unless exceeding the sum of one thousand 
dollars, ($1,000) nor charged in any way with the 
actual care and custody of school buildings. It 
retains control over these matters by the right to 
limit appropriations and by the right to remove 
any of its officers, but the effect of the act will be 
to relieve the Board of Education from the dis- 
charge of a multitude of petty duties which under 
the present system have proven extremely onerous. 

In the judgment of the Commission the whole 
matter of the course of instruction, the manage- 
ment of the classes, the examination thereof, the 
determination of the qualifications of teachers, the 
recommendations for appointment, in a word, the 
entire administration of public education itself, 
should be confided to a bedy of experienced 
superintendents fully competent to discharge 
these delicate duties and sufficiently numerous to 
meet the requirements of that great city and 
constantly growing school population. With this 
object in view, they have provided for the 
appointment of a City Superintendent and twenty 
Division Superintendents who shall constitute the 
Board of Superintendents. The bill reported 
directs the Board of Education to divide the city 
into twenty divisions which shall be 
continuous and contiguous, and 
shall each embrace, as near as may 
be, one-twentieth of the entire 
population; each division is to be 
sub-divided into districts, so arranged 
that no district shall contain more 
than three school buildings. The 
City Superintendent is to assign a 
division superintendent to each 
division, with power to transfer 
whenever deemed advisable. The 
divisions and districts may, at any 
time be reconstructed and rearranged. 
The Board of Superintendents is to 
have full jurisdiction over the courses 
of study and the subdivisions thereof, 
and all matters appertaining to the 
administration of instructions in 
schools. The Board of Superintend- 
ents is to examine all applicants for 
licenses to teach and to keep lists 
showing the result of such examina- 
tions and qualification of all teachers 
and applicants; these lists are at all 
times open to inspection. The Board 
of Superintendents is required to 
nominate principals and teachers to 
the Board of Education; if the latter 
board fails to appoint the persons so 
recommended, provision is made 
requiring a prompt decision and the 
Board of Superintendents must then 
make new nominations until an 
appointment is secured. The con- 
trolling motive which actuated them 
in devising thie system was the 
belief that a board of experts would

HOUSES AT CHICAGO. 
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RECENT DECISIONS, 


FOR AND AGAINST BOARDS OF EDUCATION 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Covington, Ky. Judge Perkins handed down a 
decision in the case of the school board against the 
city council and the board of aldermen. When 
the council passed the tax levy ordinance they 
only allowed the school board 25 cents on the $100 
valuation of their portion, and they petitioned 
council for 274¢ cents. The school board sued in 
mandamus, and Judge Perkins decided in favor of 
the school board. The court requires council to 
make the additional levy. 

Malden, Mass. Thecity solicitor relative to the 
dismissal of certain teachers by the board of educa- 
tion sustains their action by quoting the following 
statute: It has been a well settled principle of law 
since the passage of the Statute of 1844 (Statute 
1844, Chapter 32), that the school committee of any 
municipal corporation may dismiss from its 
employment any teacher whenever they may think 
proper, and from the time of such dismissal, such 
teacher shall receive no further compensation for 
services rendered in that capacity. And the fact 
that a teacher receives a salary payable at a certain 
rate per annum, and at such times as the city 
ordinances may direct, makes no difference in re- 
gard to the dismissal. Knowles vs. city of Boston. 

Chattanooga, Tenn. The city attorney stated as 
his opinion relative to the tuition question that 
although persone own property within the city and 
pay taxes thereon, this fact does not entitle such 
persons to school privileges in the city. In the 
opinion the following law governing the subject 
was quoted: The public schools shall be free to al! 
persons between the ages of 6 and 21 years residing 
within the school district, and in special cases 
those children residing in different districts may 
be educated in school under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by the directors of the districts 
intended. . 

Detroit, Mich. Attorney Bauble of the board 
of education is preparing to make a test case to 
determine whether or not the board of education 
is a municipal board. If it is a municipal board 
then its legal work must go to the office of the city 
counselor in accordance with the new legal de- 
partment law. If it is not a municipal board then 
the board can retain Mr. Bauble for its attorney. 

Exeter, Cal. Sherman Thomas, school trustee, 
dismissed the Rocky View school and thereby 
violated the school law which states that trustees 
must give their teacher at least two weeks notice 
of intention to close the school. 

Lansing, Mich. In answer to the query of Prof. 
E. L. Chase, of Hart, Oceana Co., relative to the 
refusal by the board of education to allow child- 
ren to enter the primary departments of the 
schools except at the beginning of theschool year 
or term, the city attorney says that the rule made 
by the board is unauthorized by law. 

Tacoma, Wash. Judge Prichard decides that 
school boards need not wait until the annual 
school élections in order to hire teachers for the 
school year commencing in September, but con- 


tracts made prior to the annual elections were sub- 
ject to curtailment to the minimum term if the 
electors so voted.

NEW RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Detroit, Mich. The school board passed a re- 
solution to the effect that any public school teacher 
who incurs bills beyond their ability to pay, bas 
pro facto been guilty of an act equivalent to his 
resignation. 

Memphis, Tenn. The board of education caused 
the following section of the city school rules to be 
eliminated: The president of the board and 
superintendent have power, and it is their duty to 
remoye or discharge principals, teachers or any 
employes in the schools whenever, in their opinion, 
the efficiency and good management of the schools 
require it. 

Garden Grove, Ia. The board of education pass- 
ed resolutions to have no schools taught from 
Christmas to New Years inclusive, and to restrict 
sub-directors from giving teachers holidays. 

Bellevue, Ky. The new rules abandon the teach- 
ing of German after this year. 

Nashville, Tenn. The revised rules governing 
promotions provide that in the first and second 
grades promotions shall be made on teachers’ esti- 
mates made quarterly; in the other grades accord- 
ing to results of the quarterly examinations; semi- 
annual promotions on the basis of 70 per cent.; 
graduation on the same basis. 


Lewiston, Me. The board of education adopted 
the following rule for the remainder of the school 
year: To begin the afternoon session at 1:30 in- 
stead of 2:00 and to allow the High school the priv- 
ilege of taking a five minute recess and adjourning 
at 4:15 p. m. 

treen Bay, Wis. A rule was adopted exempt- 
ing any teacher of the city schools who shall be re- 
engaged to teach the coming year, from the usual 
teachers’ examination upon the presentation of a 
certificate showing that said teacher attended the 
Wisconsin summer school for 1894, throughout its 
continuance. 

Nashville, Tenn. The board of education adopt- 
ed a resolution providing that applicants for posi- 
tions in the public schools who have heretofore 
shown a percentage of 70 shall not be required to 
be re-examined in order to be eligible. 

St. Louis, Mo. The principals are held responsi- 
ble for the property of their schools, and a reward 
of $10 is offered for the arrest and conviction of any 
person defacing or injuring school property. 


San Francisco, Cal. The board of education 
adopted the following rule: That a teacher of 
physical culture be required to teach, under the 
direction of the superintendent, the same number 
of hours per day as the grammar grade teachers. 


Cambridge, Mass. Board of education adopted 
the following rule: When a teacher is absent from 
school without permission or approval from the 
committee in charge, or the superintendent, and no 
substitute is provided, the sum which would be 
paid to a substitute shall be deducted from the 
next payment to the absent teacher. The princi- 
pal of each school shall notify the secretary when- 
ever the teacher is absent without a substitute. 
The teacher known as a special teacher shall not 
be considered a substitute. 

Bay City, Mich. The following rules were adop- 
ted by the board of education: Attendance at 
teachers’ institutes and associations, the Teach ers’ 
Reading circle, and educational journals will be 
taken into consideration in granting certificates. 
Teachers who willfully stay away from institutes 
and associations,and who do not take up the Read- 
ing circle work and who do not read at least one 
good educational journal, are,in the opinion of the 
board, not entitled to a certificate of any grade. 

The Newark, N. J., board of education passed a 
resolution to prevent married women from being 
teachers. This rule does not apply to married 
women who are not supported by their husbands 
or who do not live with them. 

San Francisco, Cal. Director Rosewald offered 
resolution to the effect that the closing hour of 
the last Friday afternoon in every echool month be

set apart for the purpose of} ho!ding appropriate 
patriotic exercises in all the schools of the sity and 
county of San Francisco. 

New Haven, Conn., adopted a new rule relative 
to stormy weather; it provides that hereafter on 
ali stormy mornings when the superintendent of 
schools shall determine that the weather is too 
severe for the children to be out the fire alarm bell 
shall sound at 8 o’clock in the morning. The bell 
will be the signal that no school session will be 
held in the morning. If the weather should con- 
tinue to be stormy another bell will be sounded at 
1 o'clock in the afternoon which will be the signal 
that no session will be held in the afternoon. 

Salt Lake City, Utah. The following rule was 
adopted: It shall be considered a violation for any 
pupil directly or indirectly to give circulation or 
publication to any epithets, statements or remarks, 
where the effect would be to throw contempt or 


ridicule upon any teacher or officer of the public 
schools or their administration.

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SCHOOL BOARD NEWS. 


Sacramento, Cal. Supt. Erlewine stated that in 
order to avoid the compulsory education law, some 
parents state to the census marshals that they 
have no children. 

Bloomington, Il]. Superintendent Van Petten 
asked the board to allow pupils making an aver- 
age of 75, a year’s work counting half and his ex- 
amination half, should be admitted to the high 
school. 

Sacramento, Cal. Superintendent Brown offered 
a resolution that two grades of kindergarten verti- 
ticates be required in order to meet the needs of 
the kindergartens. Adopted. 

Kansas City, Mo. Superintendent Greenwood 
objected to the passage of the resolution commend- 
ing the official acts of State Superintendent L. FE. 
Wolfe, and putting the Kansas City principals on 
record as disparaging the alleged tactics of Wolfe’s 
political enemies and opponents on the ground 
that the board of instruction is a non-partisan 
body. 

Morris, Ill. The board of education has decided 
to supplant the usual essays and recitation of com- 
mencement day by an address to be delivered by 
some competent speaker, who will be selected by 
the principal. 

Dallas, Tex. The board of education decided 
not to renew any policies containing the co-insur- 
ance clause. 

Detroit, Mich. The Journal states that the erec- 
tion of one central high school would be infinitely 
better than three high schools, with their natural 
jealousies, with their rivalry in reaching out for 
appropriations, and with the almost absolute cer- 
tainty of none of them being half as well equipped 
as the one. 

Muscatine, Ia. The board of education request- 
ed the mayor to grant to theschool janitors special 
police powers. 

The Chicago Board of Education has fixed the 
janitors’ salary at $20 for the first room and $5 for 
every additional room. 

Frankie Brown, a school teacher, sued T. S. 
Maloney, of the Delaware, O., school board, for 
$10,000 damages for reporting that she raised one 
of her orders to $2.07, stole a flag and dictionary 
and attempted murder. 

The Boston school committee is discussing the 
advisability of discarding the sloping writing in 
the public schools in favor of the vertical writing. 

Supt. Draper in departing from the Cleveland 
teachers to take his new position in I\linois, said: 
“If any teacher has anything written against me 
on her slate, I want her to take a sponge and erase 
it while I count one, two, three. If any teacher has 
anything pleasant in her recollection about me I 
would like her to ecratch it upon the slate with a 
knife, tiea pink ribbon to one corner, a yellow 
ribbon to the other and hang the slate on memory’s 
walls.”

A SCHOOL BUILDING LAW. 


The Illinois legislature has under consideration a 
law which provides for the proper construction of 
public school houses and the lighting, heating and 
ventilation of the same, in order to promote the 
health and safety of pupils. 

It provides in cection 1 that such buildings shall 
be constructed of brick or stone, and no building 
shall be constructed to a greater height than two- 
stories, exclusive of the basement; that where 
brick is used in the construction of such buildings 
having more than one-story, all carying walls of the 
first -story, shall be at least twenty inches in thick- 
ness; that the carying walle of the first-story 
abeve the basement, shall be at least sixteen inch- 
es in thickness. The basement of such school 
houses shall be at least one-half to three-fifths of 
their height above the ground, so that the same 
may be well lighted and airy. That the stairs 
leading into such buildings sball be under cover so 
as to be as free as possible from ice and snow in the 
winter. That in all such buildings more than one 
story in height, there shall be at least two flights 
of stairs at a distance from each other—one for 
boys and the other for girls; and both flights shall 
be accessible from every room in such building, eo 
as to avoid danger from fire. That in all school 
buildings the window sills shall be four feet above 
the floor, and the windows shall be made to extend 
to the ceiling. The windows shall be to the left 
of the pupils, and if practicable one or two at the 
back in the left corner of the room, and the others 
arranged along the left side. The school room 
should be made narrow from left to right, se that 
the inner seat be distant from the windows not 
more than twice the height of the top of the 
window. 

VENTILATION AND HEATING. 


Sec. 2. If heated air is used as a means of heat- 
ing, the air should not be heated toexceed 200° F., 
and should be admitted into the school room eight 
feet above the floor, and exhausted at the floor line, 
and shall not be admitted into such school room 
from underground ducts; and shall not be less in 


School Trustees, and other school officials in this 
State, are hereby charged with the duty of observ- 
ing the requirements of this act, and of enforcing 
the same as far as may be within their power so 
to do. 

The heating and ventilation in school houses 
already built shall be made to conform as near as 
possible to the requirements of this act; and the 
school authorities shall make the necessary modi- 
fications and improvements contemplated in this 
act, as far as the same may be practicable under 
existing circumstances.

PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


The thought of the present has begun to recog- 
nize the need of greater attention to our physical 
being.

The science of physical culture makes all forms 
of exercise subject to one underlying and all-gov- 
erning principle—the perfection of the entire being. 

When our educators realizs the pressing need 
there exists at this time for as thorough physical as 
there is mental culture, aad insist upon the daily 
practice of light gymnastics for one hour for each 
pupil, there will be fewer imperfect lessons, quiet- 
ness will take the place of disorders, for repressed 
nervous tension, caused by long inaction in sitting, 
will be thrown off. While the immediate results will 
be gratifying, the future of each precious child’s 
life will be benefited, correct breathing will be 
established, correct poise, correct carriage and the 
body will reach its normal condition and nature’s 
laws will become habits, the character of each 
pupil will be of a better type and higher grade. 
Paysically and morally the child would respond to 
such culture. We would have less crime, we 
would have boys and girls who would love to do 
right better than wrong, who would respect and 
obey parent and teacher, who would be truthful 
and temperate, who would care less for things that 
lead down to degradation and death, who would 
uphold virtue, boys who would not think it would 
make men of them to smoke, chew tobacco, drink 
and swear, the culture that builds up the entire 
being, encourages and cultivates the best there is 
in us, and by its influence we should have a race of 
men and women who would wield a power for good, 
such as the world has never known. Our educa- 
tors must surround their pupils with the right 
conditions if they would create within them true 
and noble aspirations, if they would have them 
lead a broad and beautiful life in this grand age of 
progress.

TEXT BOOK NEWS. 


Los Angeles, Cal. The bids for supplying the 
schools with Appleton’s Readers were opened as 
follows: E. T. Cook, 15, 24, 30 and 40 cents for the 
first, second, third and fourth readers. Lazarus & 
Melzer 15, 15, 32 and. 42 cents for same books. 
Gardner & Oliver, 18, 30,38 and 50 cents for same 
books, with 15 per cent. discount. Cook’s bid was 
accepted. 

The Columbus, Ohio, Board of Education will 
report in favor of a free text-book plan. Under a 
law recently enacted by the Legislature the board 
may provide free school books to pupils who are 
not already supplied. The books are te be paid for 
from the school contingent fund, or by an addi- 
tional tax levy. Boards of Education, however, 
are given discretionary power. They can purchase 
text books for pupils who cannot afford to do so 
themselves, they can purchase them for all the 
scholars, or they need not buy any.

ISAAC PITMAN KNIGHTED. 


The Queen of England last month knighted 
Isaac Pitman, the inventor of the Pitman System of 
phonetic shorthand. 

Queen Victoria probably never conferred knight- 
hood on a man more worthy of the honor than 
Isaac Pitman, whose system of phonography—with 
its many improvements by others—is now prac- 
ticed by the majority of shorthand writers of the 
English language. 

His first treatise on shorthand, “Stenographic 
Soundhand,” appeared in 1837, and he thus became 
the originator of the spelling reform, to which and 
the propagation of his system of phonetic sbort- 
hand he devoted his entire attention since 1843, 
when the Phonetic Society was established. His 
system of shorthand was re-named in 1840 and en- 
titled “Phonography, or Writing by Sound,” and 
his “Phonographic Reporters’ Companion” appear- 
ed in 1846. Mr. Pitman’s Phonetic In-

exercise a judgment which would be of great 
benetit to our school system in the selection of 
principals and teachers. The tranefer of the 
power of nomination of principals and the appoint- 
ment of teachers from the local Board of Trustees 
will doubtless give riee to objection and crticiem, 
but is recommended after due deliberation and in 
the full belief that the change will be of great 
benefit. 

The bill provides for the appointment of a board 
of three trustees for each district, and charges 
them with the duty of frequent visitation; of 
personal association with the teachers and children; 
of constant examination of the condition of schvol 
buildings and of the provision made for the comfort 
of those who occupy them; and requires the 
Division Trustees to meet at stated intervals, and 
calls for frequent reports from the trustees to the 
Board of Education. They are not charged with 
any responsibility either as to the management of 
the classes, or as tothe care of the buildings, but, 
as frequent visitors who are called upon for advice 
and suggestions it is believed that their functions 
will be found effective in advancing the cause of 
public education. 

For the purpose of securing prompt and efficient 
administration of all matters appertaining to 
buildings, repairs, furniture, books supplies and all 
material required in the various schools, it is 
provided that a Superintendent of Buildings and 
Supplies be appointed, who shall have general 
jurisdiction over all these matters. Under the 
authority of the Board of Education he is to 
appoint as many clerks ae may be required to 
attend to the various departments of business in 
his office, he is to appoint janitors and engineers 
for the various buildinge, they are to report 
frequently to him, and all requirements for repairs, 
furniture, supplies and other material are to come 
directly from the school building through a princi- 
pal in charge thereof, designated by the Board of 
E lucation to the Superintendent of Buildings and 
Supplies. He is authorized to make contracts, 
after advertisements for any matter not excerding 
one thousand dollars in amount, but is restricted 
to amounts appropriated to this purpose by the 
Board of Education. He is required to give a 
bond for the faithful discharge of his duties, and 
to render full and complete accounta of all 
expenditures made by his department to the Board 
of Education whenever required. 

The Commission has abolished the office of 
Inspector of Schools for the reason that itdid not 
appear to them that they discharged any function 
which was not fully covered by the provisions 
above referred to. The general object of the bill 
is to separate into clear fields of jurisdictions the 
various subjects above referred to, and by a distinct 
distribution of the powers of the respective depart- 
ments to iacrease the efficiency of the whole 
system, and to impose a direct responsibility upon 
the proper officer whenever there is a failure to 
attain results desired.

MAKING UP COMMITTEES. 


An unpleasant and sometimes embarrass- 
ing duty which the president or chairman 
of a school board is called upon to perform, 
is the appointment of committees. He may 
carve up his list of names under the various 
heads in the most conscientious manner, 
with a due regard to the capabilities and 
preferences of the members, and yet find a 
smouldering discontent. 

The task becomes more complex where 
the individual preferences on the part of the 
members are most pronounced. The chair- 
man knows the vocations and adaptabilities 
of his board. There is the experienced 
member and the inexperienced; the mer- 
chant and the mechanic; the professional 
man and the farmer; the modest or indif- 
ferent man and the anxious member who 
has an “axe to grind;” the vainglorious, 
the well meaning but over zealous, the slow 
and the fast; in fact, almost every shade of 
fitness and qualification is bundled up in 
half a dozen persons. The task of appoint- 
ing becomes absolutely embarrassing when 
members insist upon going on certain 
committees for which they are neither fitted 
nor entitled. 

The president or chairman should be re- 
lieved from such embarrassments. The 
members can express their personal prefer- 
ences in advance as to their disposition on 
committee work, yet this can be done in a

manner which will leave the hands of the 
president “untied” and free, and thus enable 
him to do that which will! best subserve the 
interests of the school board’s work. The 
man who has the confidence of the members 
to an extent which will make him presiding 
officer must receive the good will and sup- 
port in the formation of his committees. 


WOMEN ON SCHOOL BOARDS. 


The question of women on school boards 
comes up periodically, and more especially 
in the larger cities where the press gives it 
a liberal amount of airing. While public 
sentiment in certain localities is against 
such a movement, it may be said that on the 
whole the question of placing the gentler 
sex on school boards, is favorably looked 
upon. 

The objections which have thus far been 
raised to women on school boards may be 
summed up in the following: that they do 
not possess the same ability, that in board 
and committee meetings they can not cope 
in cool and deliberate debate with their 
male colleagues, that it requires a bold 
woman to maintain her position, and that 
a bold woman is not womanly. 

Also that the usual harassing and annoy- 
ing petitions and complaints make a woman 
fretful and irritable, that theaverage woman 
is more easily influenced than a man, and on 
the other hand more unreasonable thana man. 
It is also held that in argument women 
can not bear opposition, and will readily 
become vindictive and screechy, that her 
heart rather than her head guides her, that 
impulse rather than calm deliberation 
prompts her, that the usual deference paid 
her sex must be extended to all her plans, 
be they wise or otherwise. 

Another argument that is advanced 
against women is that the average female 
teacher prefers a male school officer than 
one of her own sex. 

The Chicago Post evidently takes the more 
popular side when it says: 

“There are obvious reasons 
men should be school trustees. There is 
the broad general reason that has actuated 
the legislature of this and other states in 
opening the franchise on school 
to women.

There are specific reasons, as 
the fact that 90 per cent. or over of the 
employes of the board and over 60 per cent. 
of the pupils in the schools are females. 
The necessity of intrusting supervision of 
them at least partly to persons of their own 
sex has been accepted by the board itself in 
the appointment of women as _ assistant 
superintendents. 

“When the appointment of women began 
it was regarded as an experiment. It is 
that no longer. Although all the women 
who have held the place have not been up 
to the high standard preserved by others, 
the least capable of them have been much 
more satisfactory than the average trustee, 
taking the boards by and large. They have 
been active and attentive in the pursuit of 





their duties; usually they have voted intelli- 
gently; whether their notions of education 
have been right or wrong this much may be 
said of them—that they devoted more time 
to education than to securing places and 
contracts for their friends. They have 
given a respectable tone to the meetings, 
too, and that was sadly lacking before their 
day.” 

Notwithstanding, from all that can be 
learned it must be said that the problem is 
an unsolved one. 


NEW YORK’S BIG CHANGE. 


The action of the special commission 
appointed in New York City, as published 
in another column, in proposing a plan for 
the wise and efficient government of its 
enormous school system, will be watched 
with considerable interest everywhere. 

The system which is now in vogue is 
briefly reviewed and its various defects 
pointed out. The new plan aims to make a 
clear division of the professional and 
business functions of the school system. It 
further aims to place upon each of these 
divisions a definite responsibility for the 
faithful performance of the duties on the 
part of its sub-officers and minor function- 
aries. 

Besides the careful separation of the 
theoretical and practical elements of the 
system, the plan is so arranged as to fit the 
two into one another in a manner as to 
achieve the best results for both, and con- 
sequently for the improvement of the school 
system as a whole. 

While it cannot be said at this time that 
the plan will be a success—being as yet 
untried—its passaye by the state legislature 
and adoption by New York City, must 
nevertheless be recognized as a decided step 
in the direction of progress and reform.

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A BATTLE OF BOOKS, 


THE WERNER COMPANY'S EXPERIENCE AT ST. LOUIS. 


The most interesting book contest for the year 
is waging at St. Louis, where the Columbian Arith- 
metics form the bone of contention. These books 
were published by the Columbian Book Co. of St. 
Louis, and adopted May, 1893. Early this year the 
company was bought out by the Werner Company 
of Chicago who used the Columbian list together 
with the Porter & Coates list for a nucleus towards 
establishing a school book business. The real 
trouble began when early last month the following 


startling resolution was introduced at the St. Louis 
School Board meeting: 


WHEREAS, Ata meeting ofthis board held May 9th, 189%, 
the Columbian Arithmetics were adopted for use in our public 
schools (see Official Proceedings Vol. VIIL., pp. 306-313) and 
the officers of this board instructed to enter into contract with 
the publishers of said arithmetics; and, 

WHERKAs, This action was taken on the representation of 
the publishers of said arithmetics that the books so adomed 
and contracted for were well graded, carefully prepared, 
adapted to our course of study and suitable in every particular 
fur use in our schools; and, 

WHEREAS, lt is well known that the said arithmetics con- 
tain irratioval problems incorrectly stated and impossible of 
solution, definitions and technical statements incapable of be- 
ing understood by our teachers, let alone by the pupiis, and 
said arithmetics are not well graded nor suitable for use in 
our schoo!s: and, 

WHERRAS, There is universal dissatisfaction with the use of 
these books in our schools, on the part of patrons, teachers aud 
pupils; and, 

WHEREAS, The publishers of said arithmetics have admitted 
all the criticisms as herein given of these books, by preparing 
and presenting to this board an edition with answers; and, 

WHEREAS, The said edition with answers is indeed a revi- 
sion of the text of the books in use wherein is added a large 
number of new problems and subject matter, emendations aud 

missions, making these books wholly different from the saim- 
les submitted under the contract; and, 

WHEREA«S, This revised edition was not sought nor author- 
ized bv this board, and cannot be used in the same classes with 
the edition now in use in the school without great inconven 
ience and to the detriment of our schools; and, 

WHERE,s, This new revised and amended edition cannot 
be used in our schools until the same is regularly adoptec un- 
der the rules of this board; be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on Course of Study be instruct- 
ed to inquire into the legality of the contract now held for the 
supply and use of said arithmetics; the power of this board to 
annul the same for the reasons herein given; the advisability 
of adopting and contracting forthe new revised edition and 
the terms of introduction of the same if so recommended; or 
to annul the contract for the said arithmetics and recommend 
some other series better suited for use in our schools and the 
terms of exchange and introduction if so recommended 

Resolved, That the Committee on Course of Study be instruct- 
ed to fully consider these reso)utions, and report to this board 
at special meeting of the same to be held Tuesday evening, 
May 22d, with such recommendations as they may think best 
for the interests of the schools. 


On motion of Mr. Bus the resolutions were referred to the 
Course of Study Committee. 


Toe resolution proved asignalfor war. Atthe 
next meeting of the Course of Study Committee 
the matter of text books was taken up and, by 
action then taken, resulted in the move to 
practically annul the contract with the pub- 
lishers of the Columbian arithmetic, and to 
make in its stead a conditional contract for one 
year. The ground taken for this action was that 
there were errors in the Columbian arithmetic. 
The new proposition submitted to the Columbian 
Company, publishers of the Columbian arithmetic, 
was to place the revised edition of the arith- 
metic in the school for one year, the implied under- 
standing being that this is to take the place of the 
five year contract. To this proposition the Colum- 
bian Book Company submitted the following 
counter proposition to the committee: 

THE ANSWER. 


Mr. L. Teuteberg, Secretary Course of Study Committee, St. 
Louis, Mo.: 

Your communication dated May 17, 1801, at hand and con- 
tents carefully noted ata meeting of our board of directors 
held to-day. Looking at the proposition you convey in your 
communication as a business proposition we must say with all 
due respect to your honorable body that it is a most astound- 
ing one, 

However, we take it that the communication was simply for 
the purpose of bringing the matter to our attention and solic- 
iting from us a counter-proposition. We have a contract with 
the Board of President and Directors of the St. Louis Public 
Schools, dated the twenty-eighth day of June, 1893, by which 
contract the board agreed with us that it, for and during a 
period of five years, from the first day of July, use exclusively 
our series of arithmetics at prices agreed on, provided we sold 
and delivered to you the arithmetic in all respects equal to 
the samples of same in your possession. We agreed to deliver 
under the contract books to ec ‘nform to and be equal to the 
samples thereto delivered to you and then in your possession. 
(The above language is quoted from the contract.) 

We have performed our part of the contract and so has the 
board, 

It now appears that you want our revised arithmetic for one 
year on trial. We assume you mean in lieu of the contract 
now in force, though your letter is not clear as tothat. We 
submit to you, gentlemen, isthis a fair proposition? We are 
fully aware of the source of the attack now being made upon 
our arithmetics, and, therefore, make a counter-proposition to 
you, to prove to you that we are anxious to do everything that 
can be done to satisfy even those who pretend to criticize the 
arithmetics in use from high and lofty motives. 


Therefore, instead of furnishing you a book on trial, we 
propose that your committee shal] appointa sub-committee, 
including the superintendent of Public Schools and our Editor- 
in-Chief to examine and correct all errors, if any, in our 
arithmetics, and suggest any changes necessary to suit the 
needs of tbe schools of this city, and when these changes have 
been made, we will make the books, which shall conform and 
be equa! in every respect in mechanical execution to our books 
now in use, and shail furnish same at the price named, and 
under the term of our contract; we will furnish the same in 
exchange for the books actually in use in the schools and in 
the hands of the Supp'y Department at even exchange—book 
for book for corresponding grade or number, The contract 


now in force to be extended for the same period as the original 
contract. 


You will see at a glance that this proposition means the 
expense on our part of thousands of dollars, but we are willing 
to doit as a strict business proposition and for the sake of 


harmony and with the hope of pleasing our friends in the 
schools. 


We will not discuss the charge of inaccuracy, etc., in our 
arithmetics, because the charge is unfounded in the same 
sense that no arithmetic in use in this country is absolutely 
perfect, and the Robinson arithmetic displaced by the Colum- 
bian in this city, which was in use for over fifteen years, was 
so imperfect in its arrangement, and therefore faulty that over 
thirty-five per cent of said book was omitted as your publica- 
tion on the course of study shows. 


To give color to the charge against the Co!umbian arithmetic 
it is stated that the teachers are forced to go outside of the 
books for problems. No one knows better than the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools that a text book is agp 4 a guide 
for a teacher, and that an efficient teacher always gives 
additional problems outside of the regular text books.

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THE DICKSON SYSTEM OF HEATING AND 
VENTILATION AS APPLIED TO 
SCHOOL HOUSES. 


By W. D. Dickson. 


The object of theinveuter of the Dickson System 
is to circulate enough air in each schoo] room to 
give each pupil 2,000 cubic feet of air per hour 


without mechanical power. 
A system of this kind is more desirable for school 


purposes than a power system, for school boards 
object to machinery of any kind in the basement 
of schools as it requires skilled engineers to operate 
it, and the expense of maintaining a power system 


is expensive. 
In order to arrive at the proper size of fiue to 


give the required 2,000 feet of air for heating and 
ventilating a school room we must first decide on 


the size of the room. 
It is pretty generally known and accepted by 


the best authority on school work, that fifty pupils 
are as many as one teacher can well look after. 
That being the case we will construct a room to 


seat fifty pupils. 
Each pupil should have about fifteen feet of floor 


space, 175 feet of breathing space, and about 400 
inches of light or glass surface. This would give 
us a floor area of 750 feet, or in other words a room 
23x32 feet with a twelve foot ceiling. 

The height of the room is governed by the width 
of the room in order that it may be well lighted. 
(The light must always come from the left of the 
pupil when seated and should equal one-sixth of 


the floor area.) 
The farthest seat from the light should never be 


more than twice the height of the window from 
the floor to the top of the window. In a school 
room 23 feet wide, 12 feet would be amply high for 
the ceiling. We have now a room 23x32x12 feet, 
which equals 8,832 cubic feet of space. 

This size room will give each pupil 15 feet of 
floor space and 276 feet of breathing space. In 
order to supply each pupil with 2,000 feet of air 
per hour we would have to bring into the room 
100,000 cubic feet of air each hour. 

This would change the air in a room of this size 
eleven times per hour or every five and one-half 
minutes. It might be well to state in this connec- 
tion that 2,000 feet of air per hour is the right 
amount of air required to replace the oxygen ab- 
sorbed by the act of breathing. 

Having determined thesize of room to accommo- 
date fifty pupils we now have a basis to work on in 
order to construct our system of heating and ven- 
tilation. For a room to accommodate fifty pupils 
we must firet provide an air supply that wili give 
the required 100,000 feet of air per hour. This we 
do by providing air rooms in the basement with 
openings from the four different points of the com- 


ass. 
» By this construction we are able to get a suffi- 
cient air supply no matter which way the wind 





blows. Having thus provided for the air supply 
W. D. DICKSON, Peoria, Il., 
Inveator of the Dickson System of Ventilation, 


we must now providea way to heat this 100,000 
feet of air each hour toa temperature sufficient to 
warm the room which contains about 8,832 cubic 
feet of space. 

Either indirect steam or furnaces may be used 
for generating the heat but in this description we 
will use indirect steam asa means of heating. The 
next point to be considered is the amount of radia- 
tion it will require to heat 100,C00 feet of air per 
hour in the coldest winter weather to a degree 
sufficient to warm the school room. 

Having arrived at the amount of radiation it 
requires to heat this amount of air we place in the 
cold air room near the ceiling the required amount 
of radiation for generating heat. This radiation is 
enclosed in a galvanized iron box so constructed 
that the air passes through the steam coil in order 
that it may be heated or pass over it directly into 
the heat flue. 

The heat flue begins at the top of the coil box 
and runs directly to the room to be heated, dis- 
charging the air in the room near the ceiling. At 
the top of the coil box there is an opening to admit 
cold air into the heat flue and in this opening is 
placed an air mixer, the object being to bring in 
either cold or hot air.

‘he author is professor of the Institutes and 
History of Education in the University of Edin- 
burgh. He beganthis as a handbook for the stu- 
dentsof hisclass. 1t isan introduction to “rational 
psychology”—a brief, compact presentation of the 
philosophy of the mind and the principles which 
should guide the teacher. In the preface the author 
says: ‘Doubtlessit might be maintained that no one 
should in these days attempt any philosophy of 
mind uatil empirical psychology has completed its 
microscopic task, and psycho-physics has said its 
last word.” “There must be some principle, idea 
(call it what you will) which correlates and unifies. 
And until that principle emerges out of the labo- 
ratory (if that is to be its birthplace), we may be 
allowed our own thoughts as to its probable where- 
abouts.” He maintains that psycho-physics can 
never be more than physics, and that a rationalized 
scheme of mind cannot be dispensed with in writ- 
ing on a theory of education. He is strenuous in 
maintaining his position, and apparently has little 
sympathy with some recent theories. Some of his 
discussions are necessarily abstract. Under “‘meth- 
odology” he states the principles of teaching, 
somawbat dogmatically, but in a clear and practical 
manner.

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HE HANDLED THE FARMERS. 


An illustration of what can be done by persist- 
eacy and energy is seen from a little story which 
recently came to us from a school book agent. 
Some years ago an agent who represented Ivison, 
Blakeman & Co. in Missouri, found out, after 
landing at a small town, that the school board of 
the county had unanimously thrown out his entire 
books, and adopted those of another publisher. 
He had been traveling continuously for weeks, 
was tired and sick, and unable to move about. 
The chairman of the board happened to be in town 
and called upon the sick book agent to give him 
the bad news in reference to his books, The 
agent was dismayed for a time but requested to be 
taken to the district located some sixteen miles up 
the country where the school board meetings were 
usually held and requested that a special meeting 
be called. 

He was unable to walk, but the kindly farmer 
took him in his wagon to the school house where 
the meeting was to be held. He mounted the little 
platform and began to address the members who 
occupied the school seats. Little by little he 
awakened an interest on the part of drowsy farmers 
and one by one they began to fire questions at him. 
It so happened that the booke of the successful 
publisher had been wire stitched and indicated a 
strong binding. This encouraged one of the 
members toa speech. The agent’s books were 
bound and stitched in the usual way. 

His presence of mind did not desert him. He 
quickly took the competitor’s book, dexterously 
tore off the cover, loosened the wire, and easily 
pulled off leaflet after leaflet from the wire stitch- 
ing. The movement was so comical that the 
farmers just roared with laughter and good 
naturedly reconsidered their former action and 
adopted our book man’s books. 


A BOOK MAN IN COURT. 


School book agents usually bear the title of ex- 
school master. They nearly all of them can point 
back to their experience as teachers, and after 
growing restive of the school room drudgery, drift 
into the book business, which offers more frequent 
changes of scene. But now and then, however, 
one comes to the surface whose past career has 
been quite different. Such a one was John Reader 
—whom we will call'John Reader, just because that 
was not his name. He had been a lawyer, and 
what was more strange, a good lawyer. Strange, 
we say, because it is supposed that one who excels 
in his profession generally clings to it. 

Not so with Reader. He became an agent, and 
a most successful one at that. He had now been 
on the road a long time when he found himself one 
day in a rough western town where the sensation 
of the day was the arrest of a horsethief whose 
guilt was a clear case, and who was about to under. 
go trial, the result of which it was generally under- 
stood, would mean a “hanging bee.” 

John Reader offered to defend the man notwith- 
standing the fact that the evidence was dead 





against him. He saw at once that there was no 
hope in finding a loop hole in the law. He must 
bring sympathy into play—pure, unadulterated 
sympathy. 

The prisoner was a single man and a simple 
minded character with tendencies which were 
thoroughly bad. This was generally known. 
When the case came up before the jury the text- 
book-agent-lawyer made an eloquent plea in behalf 
of his client. “You may hang this man—TI care not 
—but think of his family, his wife and children. 
Think of a heart-broken widow, a fatherless child 
whom you will condemn to a life of bitterness, and 
sorrow, and shame.” 

Just then a woman plainly clad came into court 
with a bright faced baby and took her seat beside 
the prisoner. Everybody was surprised, even the 
prisoner. The latter was fairly amazed, but pru- 
dence forbid any demonstration on his part. The 
rough jurymen gazed upon the prattling child and 
the fond mother, while they listened to the bril- 
liant appeal of the attorney. They decided to 
acquit the man before leaving their seats, and in 
fact without allowing the prosecuting attorney to 
make his closing argument. 

The judgelearned a few days later that the baby 
had been loaned from an emigrant woman who 
was temporarily delayed at the depot awaiting 
transit to a distant point. The young woman who 
had appeared in court was the  prisoner’s 
sweetheart. 

The prisoner, however, was free, and everybody 
seemed satisfied; but the judge said: ‘Gol darn 
that school book man. He must have got his 
eloquence out of his confounded readers and 
spellers.”

A. W. Hobson, of the western branch of Silver, 
Burdett & Co., went to Vermont to recuperate his 
health. 

Capt. W. B. Kendrick, mentioned in our last 
issue, is not with the American Book Co., but with 
the University Publishing Co. 

Maj. Cheney, the old-time book agent, was in 
Washington, D. C., last month. The major is 
resting on his laurels and enjoying the pleasures of 
life after an eventful and useful career. 

The Eastern House of the Werner Company, now 
publishing the Potter & Coates and Columbian 
lists, will be located in the Potter Building, New 
York, and W. J. Button, formerly with Harpers, 
will be in charge. 

L. G. Firestine, who managed the educational 
department of Potter & Coates for several years, is 
now in charge of the Werner Co’s. educational 
interests in Pennsylvania with headquarters at 
Harrisburg. He will be assisted by Prof. Andrew 
D. Meloy, formerly with the American Book Co., 
J. T. Bell, W. C. Sheeley, and C. H. Smith, form- 
erly with Porter & Coates.

SURF BATHING AT ASBURY PARK. 


Two great bodies of people will visit Asbury Park 
this year. The National Editorial Association will 
meet here July 2, and the National Educational 
Association will convene July 6-13. 

The sources of recreation and pleasure at Asbury 
Park are abundant and varied. Foremost of all is 
the surf bathing. The clean white sand of the 
beach slopes so gently toward the sea that it is 
possible at low tide to wade a hundred yards out 
at some of the bathing grounds. There are four 
regular bathing places, each provided with life 
lines to which timid bathers may securely cling, 
and each carefully watched by a bathing master 
and several assistants. The bather that “knows 
it all’? is always around, and when, after leaving 
the safety lines, he finds himself knocked out by 
an incoming wave a bathing master is at his side 
ready to take him ashore before he can get the 
salt water out of his eyes. 

When the number of bathers is large a surfman 
in his boat watches on the outside of the sea of 
bobbing heads. During and immediately succeed 
ing storms there are at times dangerous under- 
currents; then the bathing is prohibited or bathers 
are instructed to keep hold of the lines. At all 
times bathers will be perfectly safe if they heed 
the advice of the bathing masters. No life has 
ever been lost at the bathing grounds at Asbury 
Park during the daytime. 

If the bather is too weak, physically, to battle 
with the surf and enjoy its exhilarating pleasures, 
he can enjoy the swimming pool, where pumps 
keep the sea water circulating. Hot and cold 
single baths are also in abundance. The best 
bathing is at or near low tide, although some go in 
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at any stage. For the best 
results the bath should not 
exceed half an hour, and 
twenty minutes is even 
better. Few persons can 
remain in the water an hour 
“ ane? without feeling more or less 
ae aa 6exhausted on coming out; 
. the healthy reaction is then 
ae impeded or suppressed and 
el the benefit lost.

A course of lectures is to be given by each mem- 
ber of its faculty. Arrangements have also been 
made fora.course of lectures on “The Spiritual 
Interpretation of Great Literature,” by Mr. Den- 
ton Snider, the director of the annual “Literary 
School,” which has been held in Chicago each 
Easter week for the past seven years. 

Another course in Field’s Science is to be given 
by Mr. Charles Scott, who has earned a most 
enviable reputation by his work in public schools 
in St. Paul, made famous by the articles of Dr. 
Rice of the Forum. 


Together with these there will be two courses of 
lessons by W. W. Speer on “The Psychological 
Method of Teaching Form and Numbers” to child- 
ren in the kindergarten and lower grades of school 
work. Mr. Speer has made for many years the 
study of “The Psychology of Mathematics” a 
specialty. His work in the Cook County Normal 
and the Oakland Schools of Chicago has fully 
demonstrated the practical value ofthe same. 


Aside from these specialists, each member of the 
Kindergarten College Faculty will give a course of 
lessons as taught by her in the college. 

This will be a rareopportunity for Kindergart- 
ners and Primary teachers, whose school work has 
prevented them from obtaining the more advanced 
methods and ideas of Kindergarten training. 

There will be a class specially devoted to such 
studies as will aid Kindergarten training teachers 
to study into the more recent and artistic develop- 
ment of Kindergarten hand work.
